Senators Report Proposal 


To Floor After Row On 


Curb For All Goods

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2S—The 
senate foreign relations commit­ 
tee approved today the adminis­ 
tration neutrality bill to permit 
the sale of American armaments 
t^belligerent nations.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 28—A con­ 
troversy developed unexpectedly in 
the senate foreign relations com­ 
mittee today over the adm inistra­ 
tion’s 
neutrality 
bill, and 
some 
members said it was unlikely that 
a plan to approve the measure be­ 
fore nightfall could be carried out. 
Sen. Borah (R) of Idaho, ranking 
minority member of the committee, 
told reporters that "we are trying 
to put the bill in proper form." 
The measure would repeal the ex­ 
isting arm s embargo. It also would 
require belligerent nations to take 
title to ALL goods purchased in 
this country before they are ship­ 
ped and to carry the purchases in 
their own vessels. 
8nme members left the commit­ 
tee session when the senate met at 
noon, but m ost remained to work 
on the measure. 
Ship. Air Firma Proteat 
Delivery Ban To Belligerents 
The committee was called to­ 
gether amid pressure from domes­ 
tic ship and air lines to modify 
the proposed ban against trans­ 
portation by American vessels of 
cargoes to belligerents. 
Sen. Capper (R) of Kansas said 
this provision was one of the m at­ 
ters under discussion today. 
Cap­ 
per said he thought it is unlikely 
the bill will be approved today. 
Leaders had planned to start gen­ 
eral senate debate on the measure 
Monday and that still might be 
possible even 
though committee 
action was delayed somewhat. 
Some 
complained 
particularly, 
senators said, that surface and air 
ships probably would have to atop 
all trade with British and French 
possessions in the West Indies and 
Central and South America. 
Chairman Pittman Mid be told. 
the protestants they would 
get 
plenty of trade outside of that with 
belligerents 
and 
th a t the W est 
Indies trade la insignificant com­ 
pared to protecting American neu­ 
trality. 
He added the bill still would 
perm it American vessels and air­ 
crafts to stop at W est India and 
other belligerent possessions for 
refueling and provisioning. 
One shipping official suggested 
an amendment to establish a west­ 
ern hemisphere "economic orbit" 
in which American ships would he 
permitted 
to 
continue 
normal 
peacetime trade with the colonial 
possessions of Britain and Franca. 
Senate Asks What Emergency 
Powers Roosevelt Has 
The senate, in its brief session, 
voted unanimously to ask the a t­ 
torney general for information on 
what powers were made available 
to President Roosevelt when he 
recently proclaimed a state of na­ 
tional emergency. 
The resolution asking the infor­ 
mation was proposed by Sen. Van­ 
denberg (RI of Mich. Democratic 
Leader Barkley of Kentucky com­ 
mented that he had no objection 
and thought the information might 
prove helpful to the senate in its 
consideration of neutrality legis­ 
lation. 
The resolution 
also 
requested 
attorney general to inform the 
senate what other extraordinary 
powers, if any, were made avail­ 
able to the President "under exist­ 
ing statute in emergency or state 
war." 
Sen. Clark (D) of Missouri of­ 
fered a resolution calling for the 
establishm ent of a seven-man sen­ 
ate committee to investigate "all 
persons or firma" acting for for­ 
eign governments and using prop­ 
aganda or other means in an effort 
to effect "a change in the neutral 
position of the United States.” 
At the request of Barkley, the 
resolution was referred to the for­ 
eign relations committee, of which 
Clark is a member. 
The senate adjourned until Mon­ 
day after a 12-minute session. 
Pittman-Borah Debate 
To Start Floor Discussion 


Pittm an is scheduled to open 
the debate Monday with a speech 
in behalf of the resolution, with 
Borah leading off for the opposi- J 
lion Tuesday.

Tariff Truce To Boom Trade 


Among Issues Considered

PANAMA. 8ept. 28—Debate on 
controversial issues, among them 
a proposed tariff truce to increase 
trade, promised today to prolong 
sessions of the inter-American neu­ 
trality conference far beyond the 
scheduled 
Saturday 
adjournm ent 
date. 
The tariff proposal, advanced by 
the Brazilian delegation, auggests 
a six-month truce during 
which 
none of the 21 participating na­ 
tions would increase duties and a 
study would be made of the entire 
trade structure in the Americas. 
Experts said that*to give detailed 
consideration to this and other eco­ 
nomic measures already referred to 
committees the conference would 
have to remain in session a month 
or more. 
A proposal to Agminate from con­ 
traband lists all articles destined 
for the civil populations of warring 
nations was submitted by Uruguay. 
The proposal, which got immedi­ 
ate widespread attention, calls for 
a Joint declaration along the fol­ 
lowing line; 
"That it is inadmissable that war

W ith three days to go. Cylon W. Wallace, state registrar of motor 
vehicles, declared today that only about half of the estimated 2,800,000 
drivers’ licenses for 1940 had been*:*. 
sold. 
"There appears to be no valid , 
reason for the delay,” Wallace as- | 
serted, "but sales even are slower j 
than last year, when there wa* a | 
decided last-minute rush." 
Penalties Are Listed 
The licenses went on sale Sept. 
5. To drive without one after Sept. 
30 constitutes a genera]

meanor. punishable by a fine up to 
$500; six months’ imprisonment, or 
both. 
Wallace said there will be no ex­ 
tension of deadline and added that 
local police departm ents and the 
state highway patrol have promised 
full cooperation in the apprehen­ 
sion of violators. 
Approximately 800 deputy regis­ 
trars have been designated this 
year to issue the licenses, which 
sell at 25 cents for pleasure cars 
and 75 cents for chauffeurs, each 
plus a 15 cent deputy's fee. 
Proceeds .To Exceed $700,000 
Wallace said proceeds from the 
sale this year probably will exceed 
$700,000. which is to be turned over 
to the state highway departm ent’s 
maintenance end repair fund after 
deduction of adm inistrative costs.

Berlin Reports Bombing Of

BERLIN, Sept. 28—The supreme 
army command today foreshadowed 
the end of the campaign In Poland 
with the news that the fortress of 
Modlin, 15 miles northwest of W ar­ 
saw, haa offered to surrender fol­ 
lowing 
the 
capitulation 
of 
the' 
Polish capital. 
The belief is prevalent among 
Nazis today that Germany’s aggres­ 
sion will end tomorrow with the 
formal surrender of Warsaw by 
her 100.000 defenders. 
But Germany further strength­ 
ened her western defenses and In­ 
formed sources said lf Great Britain 
still wants to fight It Is up to her. 
Strengthen Self Politically 
Germany also is strengthening 
herself politically in the east. In­ 
dications increased that the mis­ 
sion of German Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop to Mos­ 
cow might result In closer political 
cooperation between Nazi Germany 


FATE OF THE BALKANS is believed to have been placed in the 
balance by negotiations now centering in Moscow. Diplomatic versions 
are in conflict, but a six-nation Balkan bloc is believed to have been 
proposed to keep these countries out of war. The map shows how 
Russia’s sphere of influence would prevail if the bloc were formed, 
The move. It is said, would halt H itler’s access to the oil fields of 
Trans-Caucasia, Persia and Iraq. 


Warsaw Radio Silent 
BUDAPEST. Sept. 28—Except 
for strange, sputtered signals, the 
wave length of the Warsaw ra­ 
dio was silent today. 
Apparently the station’s epic 
tale was told, ended on the same 
defiant note It struck during th* 
20 days U. told lh* outside world 
of German siege. 
It* last message, broadcast at 
3 p. rn. (9 a. rn., East Liverpool 
time) yesterday, was a new chal­ 
lenge to th* Nazi besiegers: 
"We never will give In while 
one of us Is alive." 
But last night the Polish tele­ 
graph agency carried a dispatch, 
dated Warsaw, which indicated 
that defense of the Polish rsp itsl 
had been abandoned.

Naval Activity Described 
In describing aerial activity yes­ 
terday, the command's communique 
said; 
"Heavy British cruiser was a t­ 
tacked successfully off the Isle of 
May (at the mouth of the Firth 
of Forth) by one air force fighting 
unit. One 250-ktlo (550-pound) bomb 
hit the prow.” 
The announcement failed to as­ 
sess the damage, but added:

Each Little Blister Of Mustard Gas Makes Another—And So On And On

t y ASH I MOTON. S ept 28 — We 
V 
have come upon some data 
about mustard gas that may arouse 
memories of World war veterans, 
particularly since it is pretty cer­ 
tain that the old burner will be 
used again on the French, English 
and Germans on the western front. 
None of the countries now at 
wur. nor even the humane United 
States, has any idea of giving up 
mustard gas as a war weapon. 
In 
fact. United States military men. 
together with some of the chemi­ 
cal warfare experts of other coun­ 
tries, have been defending the stuff 
as one of the more humane ways 
of winning battles. 
Casualties are high. hut only a 
few of the caaisaltles are going to 
die and only a few more will be 
permanently crippled. 
The same 
can't be said of bullets or a jagged 
hunk of exploding shell. 
Anyway, 
that ta the contention of the gas 
warfare advocates. 
As a gas. mustard Is Just about 
tops. Gas masks will keep the sol­ 
diers from Inhaling — but that is 
only 
fractional 
protection 
from 
mustard. 
That stuff soaks into 
clothes, burns little blisters at the 
slightest contact, and makes a hos­ 
pital case out of even the mildest 
attacks. It can't be handled in a 
field dressing station, in the man­ 
ner of a minor nick from a bullet 
or shell fragment. 


I will prevent troops passing that 
way for a week or IO days at least. 
In woods or brush it may last sev- 


i era! weeks. A mustard bomb drop­ 
ped In an industrial plant would 
make casualties out of all who were 
sprayed by It. or who handled the 


I machinery 
before 
It 
had 
been 
treated. 


I F IT happens to be spattered over 
an airdrome, all planes touched 
by it must be put out of commis­ 
sion until they are specially treat­ 
ed. 
A badly-soused plane hardly 
can be recovered. The mustard 
gums up the delicate working parts 
in the dashboard mechanism. 
The stuff can be washed away 
with lime by men wearing special­ 


ly treated suits which prevent the 
gas getting to their skin. Doubtless 
it would delay operations In an in­ 
dustrial plant only a few hours. 
The slightest residue remaining 
in the cockpit will start blisters on 
the pilot unless he is willing to fly 
in a gas-proof suit. That is uncom­ 
fortable. Such suits are airtight. 
Taken to a hospital a soldier is 
put to bed. The little blisters are 
drained so the juice won't touch 
him. 
Caught In time—before the 
stuff gets out of hand—the effects 
can be cured, and the soldier put 
back in the dugouts. 
Aud the gas isn't mustard at all. 
| It just smells like it and looks like 
it.

WARSAW HORROR 


Says Germans Quit Shelling 


Of Besieged Capital Only 


Long Enough To Eat 


By E L M E R W. P E T E R S O N

BUDAPEST. Sept. 28—A Polish 
army flier who took off from a 
homb-pitted field in the heart of 
Warsaw and escaped through a 
barrage of German shells told a 
grim story today of tragic scenes 
in the besieged Polish capital. 
He is Lieut.-Col. Mateus Izycki, 
one of seven pilots who attempted 
to fly out of Warsaw at dawn last 
Monday. 
The make-shift plane he 
piloted made a safe landing some­ 
where in Hungary and today he 
made his way to Budapest. 
What 
became of his fellow airmen he 
doesn’t know. 
"From the air the city is a horri­ 
ble sight,’’ he related. 
"Hardly a 
building is intact.” 
Ringed By German Troops 
"The city is ringed by six divi­ 
sions of German soldiers whose 
artillery is pouring in shells un­ 
ceasingly, aided by an average of 
200 raiding planes a day. 
"There's a no-man's land strewn 
with dead men. women and horses. 
Across this area, except where the 
Germans 
have 
reached 
outlying 
houses, our own artillery replies 
from behind barricades of over­ 
turned street cars, sandbags, build­ 
ings, stones and captured German 
tanks. 
"Our troops and ammunition are 
sufficient for some time but food 
is getting scarce. There’s some life 
in the streets, for the city must 
live, but old people and children 
never leave their cellar refuges. 
No gas has been used throughout 
the siege. 
“We captured a number of Ger­ 
man tanks by the simple expedient 
of using hand grenades tied to bot­ 
tles of gasoline. 
At tim es there 
has been bitter fighting at close 
range ” 
Shelling Steady, Methodical 
Col. Izycki said the only time the 
W arsaw defenders had any rest 
was "when the Germans took time 
out for lunch.” 
"Otherwise." he continued, "the 
shelling has been steady and meth­ 
odical, striking every section of the 
city. 
"I had a room in the Bristol ho­ 
tel. One day I went there, only to 
find my room had disappeared in a 
mass of ruins. 
Ironically enough, 
the war m inistry was one of the 
few buildings untouched when I 
left.

Germans 
captured 
our 
broadcasting aerials 
outside 
the 
city, but we kept using them from 
our downtown studios two days be­ 
fore they caught on. 
"All hospitals have been hit or 
destroyed and virtually all medical 
aid is administered on the spot. In 
many instances there was nothing 
to do but watch those die who were 
seriously wounded. 
"At times the wounded had to be 
thrown from burning houses to the 
street below, even though they suf­ 
fered additional broken bones.”

Secret Survey Tells Flaws 


In Nazi ‘Self-Sufficiency’

NEW YORK, Sept.. 28—"Germany 
ha* not been made blockade-proof 
In any single important raw mater­ 
ial,'’ Fortune magazine reported to­ 
day In publishing the results of a 
secret investigation conducted In 
Germany by an economic reporter 
smuggled out of Germany without 
bls activities being known to the 
Nazi government. 
Germany 
undoubtedly 
has 
In­ 
creased her degree of self-effi­ 
ciency, Fortune admitted after re­ 
porting on the two four-year plans 
launched by the Nazis, "but what­ 
ever gain there has been has been 
bought at a terrific cost." 
I.abor In H orn e key Industries, no­ 
tably iron, aleel, mining and arm a­ 
ments. has been used past the point 
of diminishing return, the magazine 
said. 
Hours of work have been 
increased greatly, and output per 
man-hour has gone down. 
Health Level Declines 
"The health level," the survey 
continues, "has declined both from 
overwork aud a generally low nu­ 
trition standard, and there Is a much 
greater amount of sickness. Com­ 
petition for labor has Jumped wage 
rates In some trades, with conse­ 
quent clanger to the whole Nazi 
theory of wage-prlce parity that 
was to prevent Inflation. 
"An even more serious pressure 
toward Inflation is the shortage of 
consumers* goods. In relation to the 
national income, the amount of con­ 
sumers' goods available to the civil­ 
ian public is a third less now than 
in m n . 
"In the meantime capital goods, 
including military armaments, have 
increased almost 43 percent over 
the U SI figure. This shift In pro­ 
duction has created a highly dan­ 
gerous economic tension." 
Industrial Equipment Worn 
The survey asserts Germany'* 
Industrial equipment is being worn 
out by the terrific pace of produc­ 
tion, and because of the log jam in 
the machine Industry it Is not be­ 
ing replaced. This has reached the 
point now 
where factory break­ 
downs and accidents are common 
place, It was *aid. The railroad sys­ 
tem is deteriorating also, and there 
is a peacetime shortage of 70,009 
cars. 
"Because of overworked capital 
and labor, the quality of goods pro­ 
duced nae suffered to a very great 
extent. Deterioration and adultera­ 
tion in both producers’ and con­ 
sumers' goods, including foodstuffs, 
is one of the bases on which Ger­ 
man 'self-sufficiency' mainly rests. 
"Of all the continental powers 
not excepting italy, Germany is 
least equipped by nature for the

Here Are Some 
Tips On Buying 
Cooking Meats

T 
H E food m arket news we read 
in the wake of the war Indi­ 
cates 
higher 
prices; 
th at’s 
sad 
news for home budgets, and espe­ 
cially budgets for new homes. 
But beef is still priced about 
where it was this time last year, 
so let's discuss that. 
Be sure the lean part is bright 
red in color, looks glossy, is fine­ 
grained and is elastic to the touch. 
The fat should be creamy white 
and 
distributed 
throughout 
the 
lean, for flavor. 
As soon as the meat reaches 
your 
kitchen, discard 
the 
wrap­ 
ping, 
lay it iii 
a 
shallow 
dish 
and store It In the coldest part of 
the refrigerator. 
At cooking time, wipe the m eat 
quickly with a damp cloth. Never 
soak meats in water (except cer­ 
tain cuts with an excess of salt). 
In buying boneless steak, allow 
about a quarter of a pound to a 
person; In cuts th at have bones, 
allow half a pound to a person for 
roasts and stew*, one pound usual­ 
ly is ample for three. 
Oven roasts 
require a 300-350 
degree tem perature. Fifteen min­ 
utes a pound is enough for "rare"; 
20 m inutes for "m edium ,” 25 for 
"well-done". 
Start 
your 
timing 
after the roast bas been seared 
Steaks about an Inch thick re­ 
quire 
8-12 
minutes 
of 
cooking 
(after searing) 
for "rare.” 
12-15 
minutes for "medium.’’ 15-18 min­ 
utes for "well-done". Increase ac­ 
cordingly for thicker steaks.

COLORS POPULAR 


Home Furnishing Becomes 


• 
Less Complex; Studies 


Made By Carpet Men 


To the era of color in which we 
are living:. American m anufactur­ 
ers of wool pile floor coverings 
have made a notable contribution. 
Certainly 
today's 
hom em akers 
have much to be grateful about as 
they view the carpet scene. Not 
alone is color richness, subtlety, 
variety available in most alluring 
forms, 
but 
so 
definitely 
well- 
planned has been the development 
. and 
so carefully related 
to the 
field as a whole, that home furnish. 
ting has grown far less complex. 
Satisfactory accomplishment is in­ 
finitely easier. 
All Home Lines Represented 
Looking back over the east three 
^ or four years, this orderly coordi- 
* nation of color and design effort 
may be attributed in no small de­ 
gree to the activity of a group rep­ 
resenting all the home furnishing 
'industries. 
To the carpet industry must go 
• the credit for this development, 
for it was through the free inter­ 
change of information 
regarding 
style and color trends, resulting 
from the research of the Style 
Trend council of the Institute of 
Carpet 
Manufacturers, 
th at 
all 


divisions 
of 
the 
industry 
were 
made aw are of w hat was going on. 
The result has been that carpet 
colors bear some relation to those 
in drapery and upholstery fabrics, 
and all in turn to those of wall 
coverings, interior paints, accesso­ 
ries. There is, further, agreement 
on objectives such as decorative 
style trends which makes for unity 
of purpose. 
Carry Out Room Scheme 
Thus the person who seeks to 
carry out a room scheme in a fa­ 
vorite color—chosen to express her 
personality to the best possible ad­ 
vantage— may find a relationship 
in color in all her furnishing re­ 
quirem ents—starting, of course, as 
all 
decorative 
schemes 
should, 
with the floor covering. 
A survey of the American dec­ 
orative scene shows that we are ex­ 
ercising our own tastes, making up 
our own minds, drawing upon our 
own past and, what is m ore sig­ 
nificant. upon our own ideas of 
taste. 
We 
are. 
likewise, 
becoming 
much-better-educated 
and 
there 
fore b etter able to do a good Job 
now that we are definitely about 
It. 
Groupings Permitted Today 
We have developed to the point 
where we no longer raise an artis 
tic 
eyebrow 
when 
18th 
century 
hobnobs with the latest, and there­ 
fore best of the modern. 
W e perm it groupings of form 
and color that would have driven 
to distraction the "decorator-con 
scious” individual of a few years 
back, and it is pleasing. 
All of which is wholly to the 
good and a tribute to our sound 
sense. For the great home fur­ 
nishing field (what the experts call 
"the volume m arket” ) is in homes 
which neither desire nor. in most 
instances, can afford to invite in 


the second-hand man for a general 
cleaning out and "do over” the 
place complete in one fell stroke. 
Mix Periods 'Discreetly1 
It Is all right decoratively to mix 
periods discreetly. And this should 
relieve the minds of those who had 
to do it anyway but dreaded what 
folks would think. 
Period styles exert greatest in­ 
fluence on all home furnishings, 
rugs and 
carpets 
included. 
T he 
18th 
century styles continue bo 
gain in. popularity. Modern is grow- 
ing simpler, more graceful, more 
reminiscent of period styles. Early 
American continues to appeal in 
the 
highest 
and 
lowest 
price 
ranges. 
The Style Trend council’s studies 
indicate that floor coverings con­ 
form closely to these dom inant pe­ 
riod trends. 
Eager acceptance of borderless, 
all-over patterns has resulted in 
subtle refinements both In color 
and design. 
Combined, 
the self, 
tone or tone-on-tone and floral and 


leaf designs lead all others in pop­ 
ularity. 
T exture is important. Deep, h it- 
urious pile fabrics are available 
for those who seek them. 
Floral designs tend to more nat­ 
ural. 
less 
stylised 
forms, 
rem ­ 
iniscent of the 18th century flower 
patterns, It is in this field that a 
distinct trend toward lighter, pas­ 
tel colors is seen. 
Solid color broadloom carpets in 
both plain and tw ist weaves con­ 
tinue in demand, many of them 
obtainable in seamless widths up 
to 15 and IR feet, and ranging 
from 
very 
light 
to 
rich 
dark 
shade*. 
All colors are clearer, fresher, 
and tend to grow lighter. 
Older forms retain importance 
but 
are overshadowed 
by 
these 
new er 
styles. 
Oriental 
reproduc­ 
tions are styled better, more au­ 
thentic as to colorings. 
Colonial 
and 
Early 
American 
hooked designs are sought for use 
with the simple types to which 
they are adapted so admirably.

HALL OUGHT TO MAKE 
IMPRESSION ON GUEST 


lf It Is Small, It Should Not 


Be Filled With Furniture 


First impressions are often last­ 
ing ones, so while you are fixing 
Tip your home, perhaps you should 
look at your hall. Does It tell a 
casual visitor that the rest of the 
house is tastefully furnished? Does 
It m ake a guest welcome, or is it 
just a place where you hang hats 
and coats? 
How much furniture to put in a 
hall depends entirely, of course, 
upon its size. If it is under - sized, 
it 
shouldn’t he 
overloaded 
with 
massive furniture or it will look 
even smaller. 
Use the minimum of furnishings 
— perhaps a small console table 
with m irror above it and one chair 


along side. A properly placed mir-» 
ror cen Increase the apparent a n e 
of the room. 
If you have a large hall and a 
grandfather’s clock, hy all m eans 
jiso them together. The clock is 
an Ideal sentry to greet guests 
upon entering. 
lf you have a large hall closet, 
you might convert it into a powder 
room, which is found in so m any 
of the sm artest houses today. 
Build a narrow shelf along one 
wall or hang it. on hinges so th at 
it may he pulled out when needed. 
Add a bench, hang a mlrrow above 
the shelf and use pastel colors to 
paper or paint the wall.

But Trends Already Started 


Have Been Refined; Early 


American Ascends 


Furniture style* for the fall and 
early winter, making their debut 
daring National Furniture Week, 
will show no startling innovation*, 
but many developments of trends 
already on the market. 
In simple furniture of the more 
inexpensive sort. Early American 
continues its ascendancy. In the 
better class It Is made of hard 
maple and birch, while at th* low* 
sr prices, it I* of soft maple, tupe­ 
lo and gumwood. 
As a style, it* trend is away 
from the crude •‘carpenter’' types 
and toward the sophistication of 
18th Century types. In Its best 
forms it smacks not a little of 
Queen Anne and even takes on the 
lines, lf not the carved ornament, 
of Chippendale. 
Finish IS Changing 
In finish. Early American has 
been changing rapidly. A season 
or so ago it was mostly "mercuro­ 
chrome" or pale red Ink maple. 
These shade* varied with each 
m anufacturer and all were equally 
unattractive. 
Today’s finishes are difficult' to 
describe* but very pleasing to th* 
ay*. They might be called varia­ 
tion* of light brown, often with a 
grayish cast. They ara not unlike 
the color of old maple pieces from 
the attic and will do a lot to con­ 
tinue the vogue for Barly Ameri­ 
can. 
Early 
American 
and 
modern 
together largely have replaced th* 
un st yled 
gingerbread 
furniture, 
known as “Commercial", that once 
dominated th* low-priced furniture 
field. 
‘Swedish Modern’ A merles oiled 
A couple of years ago “Swedish 
Modern’’ descended upon us with 
a bang, met with approval and em 
plod sd to the far corner* of the 
country, 
In 
it* 
development 
it 
quickly

claims it may have had originally 
to a Swedish pedigree. 
Today it la "American Modem", 
but It retain* the original curvi­ 
linear there* and suggaata not a 
little a simplified version of Hep- 
pelwhlte and Sheraton.

lith Century Ranks High 
Keeping pac* with Barly Ameri­ 
can and modem aa a whole, and 
far out-distancing both in fuml 
tare la th* medium end higher 
price brackets, la traditional fur* 
alture. 
This Is principally lith Century, 
of English and American inspire 
tlon. included in this group of 
styles are th* American and Eng 
lith versions of French Empire. 
By types, In addition to those 
Just 
mentioned, 
we find 
Early 
Georgian. 
Chippendale, 
a 
little 
Adam and much of Happelwhlta 
and 8heraton. There is apparent 
a slight shift In emphasis from 
Early Georgian and Chippendale 
to the lees ornate forms of Hep- 
plewhite-Sheraloe Inspiration.

When it is cold enough outside 
for frost to collect on windows, or 
for snowflakes to form and float 
through the air, it may be difficult 
to realize that it still is summer­ 
time in the home. 
But with fall and w inter tem pera­ 
tures in most homes hovering near 
75 degrees, it is apparent that sum­ 
mertime methods in handling foods 
must be utilized in cold as well as 
in hot weather. 
In the summer, no modern wo­ 
man would attem pt to keep foods 
fresh without the help of a good 
refrigerator. She knows it is high­ 
ly essential to give foods this pro­ 
tection. 
But some homemakers do 
not understand that this same pro- ! 
tection is equally vital during the 
winter. 


Safe Tem peratures Lim ited 
As everyone knows, there are 
many stages of cold; 
but foods 
keep safely only within a very lim­ 
ited range of cold tem peratures. 
Any tem perature above 50 degrees 
is unsafe because of rapid bacterial 
growth and consequent food spoil­ 
age. 
Below 32 degrees, freezing 
occurs and this makes foods, such 
as fruits and vegetables, unfit for 
use. 
Here is sound and substantial 
proof that some of the methods 
substituted for a modern refrigera­ 
tor in the winter are entirely in­ 
adequate for proper safeguarding 
of health and for economy. 
A makeshift food-keeping meth­ 
od is as im practical and undesir­ 
able as a makeshift method for 
cooking food. 
Both fail to provide 
the control a homemaker should 
have over each operation. 


False Economy 
While such practices now are 
generally in disfavor, some women 
still continue to turn off their re­ 
frigerators in the w inter and re­ 
sort to placing foods on window 
ledges, in boxes fastened Just out­ 
side 
a 
window, 
and 
on 
back 
porches. 
They believe that simply because 
the outside air feelg cold to the 
human body that this cold is suit­ 
able for protecting foods. Science,
